Prampted by current enthusiasm for “football in 1954” two key | 
Student Council members released a preliminary report yesterday on | 
some of the obstacles which football needs to overcome if it were to be 
established on a basis of not injuring other activities. 

The two councilmen, Clayton Nakagawa, SA treasurer, and George | 
Siiberstein, commissioner of athletics, released the report previous to} 
the scheduled council meeting next week. 

“One of the most important aspects that involves the students is | 
their interest and backing of any new activity,” the report read. | 
“This has been conclusively shown by the fact that more than 700 
students signed a petition showing interest in football in a two day | 
period.” “It has also been demonstrated,” the report continued, “by 
the geweral interest shown in activities that much support will be | 
available from the students.” The two noted, however, “The one con- 
dition expressed in the petition was that other activities would not 








suffer.” : 
Football Favored by Council 
“Following the lead of this petition, the council also went on record

“How does our income compare with other colleges, our past 
budgets?” the asked. “In looking at other institutions in 
cur league,” the two pointed out, “Wwe see one college has a $70,000 
budget, another has one of $46,000 ($28,000 of which is from student 
fees), and a third -colleg& has @ $37,000 budget (with an $8,000 fee 
income).” Present estimatéd income for a year at State College is 
$18,000. This sum is the highest budget ever allocated here and has 
grown from a $6500 cutlay in 1950-51. 

1400 Maximum Membership E 

“If the enrollment next year totals 1400 full-time students,” the 
report noted, “the income would be $25,000.” According to F. Blair 
Mayne, the maximum number of students which could be allowed 
next year would be the 1400 figure. 

The report went into the graduate manager problem and stated: 
“With the increase from $6500 three years ago to the $18,000 budget 
this year, the bookkeeping burden has greatly increased. Now, the 
program has grown to the point a graduate manager is needed. At 
present, we have a part-time bookkeeper who we pay $700 a year. 
But the position will be vacated at the first of the year. The problem 
of filling the position is before us. The full-time graduate manager 
would cost from $4000 to $7000. As in anything else, the quality of 
the person will correspond to What we pay. A manager does for the 
Student Association what the business manager does for the college 
His duties go far beyond the accounting and bookkeeping aspects. 
He is the buyer of supplies, takes inventory, and is in charge of all 
financial matters. He must be bonded, too, with an insuring agency.”

Association Reserve Fund Discussed 

Another matter brought out in the report is the reserve fund. It 
is reported with next semester's budget, there will be approximately 
$3000 in rescrve funds. “If activities are to run on a sound financial 
the report went on to urge, “we should have one year’s wages 
for the manager in reserve” plus reserves for other activities of a total 
of STO00. 

One alternative listed by the two councilmen was “not to increase 
other activity budgets in order to add a new activity.” Only condition 
on the petition was that other activities would not suffer from addi- 
tion of a new activity. Still another way of boosting football was the 
possibility of raising funds outside the student fee income. Soliciting 
local merchants with the help of the Chamber of Commerce, however, 
was discouraged by athletics head Dr. Hubert J. McCormick at the 
hot council meeting.

The report recognized “majority opinion favors football.” It con- 
tinued, “The question seems to be wether or not we can meet the 
other criteria without endangering our present activity program or 
working a loose financial manned that we would endanger the whole 
acuivity program.” 

“Final consideration in adding an activity of this magnitude and 
with such widespread influence is that the faculty and administra- 
tion are involved,” it further stated. “It is the administration that 
directly involved--They are the ones who hire the coaches since 
they are a part of the faculty. They also provide the facilities for 
activities.” 

Nakagawa and Silberstein opined “These things must be planned 
for in the administration's budget. Football has only become an im- 
minent thing in the past week. A eheck of the college’s financial struc- 
ture must be made. There are other aspects of a like nature which

Namely, 
the coach, 
Since the asking price for a 


good coach is out of the question 

. that of a fair coach something 
only to be considered after a few 
successful seasons we may 
begin by haggling for the poor 
ones, Sacramento State is indeed 
fortunate here, because with the 
possibie exception of Lodi, the 
loca! field of poor coaches is rich 
indeed. 

Obviously State would be only 
able to hire one man (if that) and 
without staff, any off-season 
time would of necessity be taken 
in proselyting trips, spring traine 
ing and the like. If the man was 
extra ambitious he might serve as 
assistant coach for water-polo or 
table tennis, but this is more to 
be desired than counted on. Thus, 
over and above the estimate of 
$6,000 alrea@y given, comes this 
miracle maker's salary. If out of 
the school's teaching salary budg- 
et, then one teacher (at least) 
must go. A conservative estimate 
of five with 30 students 
per class, leaves State's curriculum 
without a class for 150 students.

If you can't find clippings dealing 
with the subject, take any Clip- 
pings. The professor thinks every- 
thing deals with his subject. 

Laugh at Jokes 

“Nod frequently and murmur, 
‘How true.’ Sit ip front near the 
professor. This applies only if you 
‘intend to stay awake. Laugh at 
the professor's jokes. If he looks 
,up from his notes and smiles ex- 
pectantly, he bas told a joke. Ask 
for outside reading. You don't 
have to read #t. Just ask. 

“If you must sleep, arrange to 
be called at the end of the hour. 
‘Be sure the books you read dur- 
ing the like books 
from the course any ques- 
tions you think answe!

(books or articles). If you know 
he’s written a book, ask in class 
if he wrote it.”

College Offers Unique Presentation 
Of Once-Difficult Spanish Lessons

In the language department of 
Sacramento State College there is 
an unusual program going on; at 
least it’s different from anything 
most high school students have 
experienced. 

On registration day it was not 
uncommon for a freshman who 
had had two or more years of 
high school Spanish -to end up 
signing for Spanish 14, Many of 
them objected to it and many of 
them were relieved. The way in 
which languages are taught at 
,SSC, is entirely different from 
most language set-ups. 

The general emphasis of the four 


semester language course is placed 
on reading first semester, listen- 
ing second semester, speaking 
third semester and writing fourth 
semester, One of the most interest- 
ing and useful phases of the 
language department, as observed 
by a student, is the language lab- 
oratory. This is a small room in 
the upstairs part of the library, 
where there are a number of tapes 
and records used for listening and 
speaking practice 

The main object here is to im- 
prove pronunciation. However, as 
the language teachers have said, 
this room is far too small and the 
‘equipment for too limited to per- 
mit this kind of program.
